(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Powell et al., 5,162,801. 

Powell et al., 5,162,801, discloses in Fig. 2 a multi bit switched capacitor 
digital to analog converter comprising: 

decoder 40 receiving 4-bit binary input B0-B4 to provide a multi bit digital output 
signals P0-P7 and N1-N8; 

switched capacitor network including: a plurality of sub DACs, each receiving an 
associated bit of the multi bit digital output signals P0-P7 and N1-N8; and sharing 
capacitors 106-128; 
analog output signal.
